The telegram was shown to Presh 
dent D. G. Cooley, of the Topeka base­ 
ball team, this morning, says the Jour­ 
nal. Mr. Cooley ¡uimllted that plans 
s« r e being discusse-l for such a re- 
crganiaaUon, and that the prospects 
for such a more In cue western base- 
jMkll world were favorable. 
It has been known for some time 
that the Western league wowl J like 
very much to change their circuit by 
dropping 
the Colorado 
cities. The 
jump to Colorado is » long one. Den­ 
ver Is the best town In Colorado, but 
^the team there Is owned by George 
Tebeau, the multi-magnate. 
The people of the Rockies are dis­ 
gusted with the working nf a Tebeau 
team, and consequently the team there 
has received 
but poor 
support this 
year. Every team in the Western lea­ 
gue during the past season lost money 
on their trips to Colorado. 
It ha.s long 
been recognized that a change In the
